PlTTSDUKO, Pa., Juiy J.—All tho glass fac- 


tories in tho country suspended operations 
last night for tho summer months. The 
stoppage in tho window, green, plate-glass, 
and prescription warehouses will l» sixty 
days, and in tho other lines only thirty days.
